WELCOMED IN THE HUB 


Suburbs, However,Fare Badly, Light, 


nlng and Heavy Rain Causing Heavy 
Damage—Panic Among Women Em- 
ployed In Factorlei

Lynn and 


Melroie—Two Persons Die From

Boston, July 26.—The reign of hot 


weather from which Greater Boston 
suffered so severely during the past 
week was ended tor the time being 
yesterday afternoon, when the greater, 
part of Nw England was awcpt by a 
disastrous thunder storm. 


Death followed from the blistering 


neat of the sun and rode In the path 


. 
of the storm. Prostrations were many 
and damage amounting to thousands 
of dollars was done by the lightning 
and the heavy rain. 


The combination of disasters due to 


the hot weather and the rain that fol- 
lowed It will make the second hottest 
day of the year a memorable one. 


In spite of the ruin that It wrought, 


the storm was welcomed In Boston. 
for It gave a momentary relltrf lion; 
the frightful.beat that has held the 
city In Its sway for a week. 


William H.'Klng, a Boston man, 


dropped dead In his sister's yard at 
Newburyport, killed by tho excessive 
heat 
Michael McLaughlin was over- 


come while working on a staging in 
this city and was kmed by the fall. 


The list of prostrations was a lout 


one and several of those overcome, 
It Is feared, may not recover. 
The 


morning and early afternoon exacted 
a heavy toll; then came the light- 
ning and the heavy rain, wreaking 
graat damage, particularly In eastern 
Massachusetts, 


Boston Itself did not suffer grcatlj 


from the storm, but the suburbs fared 
badly 
In all the surrounding towns 


houses 
and 
public 
buildings were 


struck by lightning; there were many 
flroa, and tolphono and electric cai 
lines were in some Instances put en- 
tirely out of commission. 


Many people wero stunned by tUe 


Bhock caused when bolts of lightning 
struck close by. There were no death* 
In the vicinity of Boston,' due to the 
lightning, but Mrs. D. O. Mftrila ol 
Waltham was killed at lllclilbucto. N. 
B., by u bolt that entered the window 
near which she was standing. 


The towns and cities to fee north- 


west of Boston were hit harder by 
the storm than the other suburbs.

•Woburn and Bclmont were purhapt 
hardest hit. The cities to the north- 
east along the coast w<-re. however, 
nearly as much ut the mercy of tin- 
ran and lightning.

rific storm.

blown down, trolley wires and chim- 
neys (-.truck by bolts of HsSUilns. and 
the Hurgoyne elm, one of the land- 
marks of the town. was uprooted and 
felled In Main street. 


Factories were struck In Lynn and 


Melrose, and panics resulted amonp 
the women employed In them.

Taft'n home state bow to Roosevelt's 
wishes It Is th'e belief of politicians 
that the cause of insurgency will have 
scored its first real triumph. 
Wood, and Perkins. 


While Roosevelt has not Interfered 


in the contest for the nomination for 
governor In Ohio, It Is certain that ho 
Is anilously awaiting the action of the 
Ohio Republicans as to the party 
platform. 
His recommendation to the 


lepubllcans of Ohio was given in an 
nterview last week after he had con- 
ferred with Kinkade, a close personal 
and political friend of Garfield. Kin- 
<ade was then being discussed as a 
jossible compromise 
candidate for 


;overnor, and he came to Roosevelt 
with a letter from president Taft. 


Mr. Roosevelt has declined to dis- 


cuss the situation in Ohio, hut there 
la every reason to believe that should 
the party platform adopted at Colum- 
bus meet with his approval he will go 
to Ohio and take the stump for the Re- 
publican state ticket.

ANNAPOLIS GRADUATE IN ARMY 


PRISON 


He Resigned from the Navy and Then 


Deserted from the Army. 


For the second timu In tho history 


Lieutenant Commander Yatcs Stlrl- 


ng, Jr., has prepared for the United 
States Naval Institute a striking ar 
icle In which ho declares that the 
Jnilcd States Is alarmingly weak In 
orpedo boat destroyers. 
Commander 


SUrllnii culls the situation of which 
le speaks "a direct military necessi- 
ty." 
He estimates that 
the 
navy 


should have at 
least 
twenty-eight 


more destroyers at once, and if the 
plan followed in other countries of 
having one destroyer as night guard- 
ian for each battleship were follow- 
ed by the United States, twenty-four 
more destroyers in addition to these 
should be built at once, making a 
total of fifty-two. 


Emphasis is laid 
by 
Commander 


Stirling on the inability of the battle- 
ship to cope with night attack by a 
destroyer or torpedo 
craft 
which 


would not be discovered until with- 
in the range of the modern torpedo. 
He says: 


"The number of torpedo craft that 


can he Nred upon a single battle- 
ship then will be equal to Ihe number 
of searchlights available for-illumina- 
tion. 


"If one more boat Is attacking than 


the battleship has searchlights Ihcn 
that, boat can 'attack absolutely not 
under fire. It will be »oted that one 
of our battleships armed with but 
eight searchlights would fare badly 
if it were attacked when alone by a 
Iloatilla of ten destroyers." 


Statistics are furnished 
to show 


how many of these vessels other na- 
tions belive are mjcessary if the num- 
ber of destroyers to a battleship or 
armored cruiser fOt thfcir offensive 
fleets be taken as a logical criterion. 


The record is not gratifying, plac- 


ing this country at the bottom of the 
list, with one destroyer, as against 
2.3 for Kngland, 2.7 for Germany, 2.1 
"or Japan 2 for France and 2.4 for 
Italy. Looking at the situation with 
tho armored cruisers excluded and all 
the destroyers with all the battle- 
ships, we have these results as the 
number of destroyers to a battleship: 
England, 3.7; Germany, 3.S; Japan, 


France, 3.9; Italy, 2.4, and the 


United States, 1.5.
